TO  THE  CHAIPIiAN  AND  hEiTEI'RS  OF  THE  COUNCIL, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report 
on  the  state  of  health  in  the  district  during  I968. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  increased  by 
9^0  since  my  previous  report  and  is  nov;  stated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  to  be  72,080  at  mid  year.  The  number 
of  births  was  IOO3  and  the  number  of  deaths  629.  The 
difference  betv/een  these  two  figures  represents  the  natural 
increase  in  population  which  is  376-  ^he  difference  between  the 
actual  increase  and  the  natural  increase  is  accounted  for  by 
immigration  into  the  district  and  is  164.  The  total  live 
births  recorded  shov/s  an  increase  of  onlj'-  23  over  the 
previous  year  but  a similar  comparison  made  for  the  years 
1967  and  1966  shov/s  that  these  two  years  both  had  a slight 
fall  in  the  number  of  births  registered.  Illegitimate  live 
births  show  a drop  from  92  in  I967  to  62  in  I968. 


The  number  of  deaths  dropped  very  slightly  from 
648  in  1967  to  629  in  I968,  Infant  mortality  or  the  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  has  fallen 
remarkably  during  the  year  from  the  rather  high  figure  of  22  in 
1967  to  9 in  1968.  This  is  of  course  very  interesting  as  the 
infant  mortality  rate  has  for  mainy  years  been  seen  as  a 
sensitive  and  much  used  index  of  the  healthiness  of  an 
environment  and  the  standards  of  living  and  also  of  the 
efficiency  of  obstetric  and  midwifery  practice  and  ante  and 
post  natal  care.  Most  indices  have  their  limits  and  the 
trend  over  a period  of  time  is  of  more  importance  but  it  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a drop  of  this  nature. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal  causes. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  it  is  noted  that  t ere 
were  38  deaths  from  Pneumonia  compared  with  37  the  previous 
year  and  36  from  Bronchitis  compared  with  35  in  1967*  There 
\\fere  three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1968  and  none  in  1967, 
and  there  were  34  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus 
compared  with  32  in  1967*  The  greatest  killer  is  still 
heart  disease  and  out  of  the  193  deaths  from  this  cause, 

153  were  due  to  coronary  artery  occlusion. 

This  year  we  had  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  labora.tory  specimens  examined  and  also  in  the 
number  of  international  certificates  of  vaccination 
authenticated.  With  regard  to  the  latter,  people  who  intend 
to  travel  abroad  to  certain  countries  must  be  in  possession 
of  a valid  international  certificate  of  vaccination  against 
Smallpox  and  some  countries  also  require  international  certificates 
in  respect  of  Yellow  Fever  and  Cholera.  The  only  three  fomis 
of  international  certificate  prescribed  are  for  these  three 
diseases  and  persons  who  are  being  vaccinated  should  in  their 
ov/n  interests  see  that  their  certificates  are  on  the 
recognised  international  form.  In  the  case  of  Smallpox  and 
Cholera  the  forms  are  obtainable  from  the  travel  agents  and 
for  Yellow  Fever  it  is  supplied  by  the  vaccinator  at  the 
Yellow  Fever  centre.  These  forms  of  certificate  must  also  be 
stamped  by  the  local  authoidty  or  the  Yellow  Fever  centre  and 
travellers  would  be  well  advised  to  have  this  done  in  good  time 
before  the  date  of  departure.  The  periods  for  the  validity

Although  no  international  certificates  are 
required  for  protection  against  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers,  any 
persons  travelling  on  the  Continent  of  Euroioe  or  further  afield 
should  for  their  ovm  safety  arrange  to  be  immunised  against 
these  diseases  unless  they  have  had  them,  A reinforcing  dose 
of  the  vaccine  is  required  once  in  three  years. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  providing  a 
Meals  on  Wheels  service  for  housebound  and  aged  persons  in 
need.  If  such  a service  is  to  be  provided  for  the  whole 
district  the  undertalcing  is  enormous  and  costly.  It  was 
found  that  the  Vi.R.V.S.  who  have  done  this  v/ork  so  magnificently 
in  the  past  were  unable  to  expend  their  services  for  various 
reasons  beyond  the  present  two  days  per  week.  Our  aim  was  to 
provide  meals  five  days  vjeek.  A scheme  was  drav/n  up 
but  \vas  very  costly  and  undoubtedly  had  many  imperfections. 
Consideration  v/ais  given  to  aJ.ternatives  and  the  possibility 
of  running  a pilot  scheme  was  investigated.  Tliis  has  required 
a lot  of  time  and  it  has  therefore  drifted  on  into  '[^6^  and 
new  ideas  will  nov/  have  to  be  talcen  into  account  before  the 
matter  is  concluded. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  as  always  dealt 
v/ith  a multitude  i.'f  complaints  relating  to  food  hygiene,  w^ter 
smpplies  and  general  sanitation,  swimming  baths,  unfit  houses 
and  nuisances.  ^hey  have  also  been  most  helpful  in 
investigating  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  malcing 
a detailed  search  for  the  source  of  infection  in  cases  of 
Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery.  It  vd.ll  be  noted  that  there 
were  eight  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  and  they  v;ere  all  in  the 
Parish  of  ^rnham  but  it  is  also  important  to  know  that  these 
occurred  in  three  different  families  living  some  distance 
apart  and  the  infection  was  scattered  over  five  different  months. 
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The  eleven  cases  of  Dysentery  were  likevd.se 
scattered  over  six  different  months  and  five  different 
Parishes.  There  was  therefore  no  major  outbreak  in  any 
one  part  of  the  district. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1968  we  were  working 
below  our  full  sti'ength  of  Inspe?jtors  and  an  additional 
Inspector  was  not  appointed  until  early  in  '1989*  In  these 
circumstances  I am  very  grateful  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
depaLTtment  for  keeping  the  vrork  up  to  date  aiid  for  the  help 
we  have  received  from  the  Members.

During  the  year  under  review  a report  was  considered  by 
the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  number  of  pail  closets 
still  in  use , mainly  in  the  older  type  cottage  accommodation  , 
which  were  emptied  on  a weekly  basis  by  the  Public  Cleansing 
Department,  Apart  from  the  difficulties  in  getting  staff 
to  carry  out  this  unpleasant  duty,  there  was  need  to 
persuade  owners  of  the  properties  so  served  that  in  these 
days  of  advanced  technology  this  form  of  sanitation  was  a 
negation  of  the  elementary  principles  of  hygiene. 


In  a number  of  cases  conversion  to  W.C’s  were  quickly 
carried  out,  in  others  proposals  are  in  hand  and  the 
Inspectors  are  in  contact  with  ovmers  where  replacement 
of  the  insanitary  pail  is  coupled  with  renovation  and 
improvement  of  the  property  if  necessary  by  way  of 
Improvement  Grant.  Special  consideration  has  been  given 
where  the  occupants  of  the  properties  are  aged  and  infirm.

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ANNUAL  REPORT . 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Council. 

Mr.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Department o During  the  year  under 
review  I must  firstly  refer  to  the  untimely  passing  of  my 
predecessor,  Mr.  A.H.V,  Marsden,  which  caught  the 
Department  totally  unprepared.  It  was  clear  that  the 
staffing  position  could  not  be  rectified  during  the 
remaining  months  of  the  year  and,  consequent  upon  the  gap 
created  in  the  Inspectorial  staff,  there  was  need  to 
re-appraise  the  work  programme  and  take  decisions  on 
priorities  in  order  to  give  attention  to  the  more 
urgent  matters. 

Work  in  connection  with  housing  was  not  affected 
and  inspections,  consultations  with  O’.aiers,  builders  etc. 
proceeded,  to  secure  repairs  and  reconditioning  on  an 
informal  basis.  Clearance  work  and  representations  in 
respect  of  individual  dwellings  were  dealt  with  as 
pi’Ogr  aniined . 


The  disposal  of  refuse  and  ti-ade  wastes  assembled 
from  outside  the  disti'ict  into  worked  out  gravel  pits 
continued  to  requLt'e  officer  supervision  to  ensure  that 
the  conditions  attached  to  consents  were  being  adhered  to. 
Unless  there  is  responsible  control  exercised  by  the 
operators  nuisances  are  quickly  in  evidence,  such  as  smell, 
flies,  paper  blown  about,  fires,  and  pollution  to 
underground  water.  It  is  necessary  in  order  to  try  and 
prevent  unauthorised  tipping  and  the  deposit  of  litter 
to  keep  watch  on  places  which  lend  themselves  to  this 
anti  social  practice. 

During  the  autumn  and  winter  months  there  was  a build 
up  of  itinerant  and  gypsy  caravans  v;ith  the  usual  scrap 
collecting  and  deposits  on  the  roadside  and  highway 
verges.  The  reason  for  the  increase  was  not  apparent 
unless  it  was  due  to  enforcement  action  and  eviction  by 
neighbouring  authorities.  Movement  from  one  site 
usually  resulted  in  them  turning  up  in  a neighbouring 
parish  and  the  results  thus  achieved  were  of  doubtful 
positive  value.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the 
implementation  of  Part  II  of  the  Caravan  Act,  19^8,  many 
sites  will  be  made  available  by  local  authorities  for 
these  people  and  so  help  to  reduce  the  pressures  which 
contribute  to  the  nomadic  way  of  life  which  this  section 
of  the  population  elect  to  follow. 
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A re-survey  of  caravans  in  the  district  revealed 
that  there  was  need  for  extra  facilities  to  accommodate 
additional  caravans  occupied  by  young  people,  children 
of  local  travellers,  who  had  married  and  set  up  as 
separate  family  units.  It  is  hoped  also  tliat  future 
generations  will  increasingly  opt  for  traditional  housing 
accommodation  as  the  need  for  mobility  in  their  homes 
diminishes,  otherwise  the  demand  for  sites  to 
accommodate  them  will  continue. 

Visits  to  food  shops  and  food  inspection  continued  to 
take  up  a large  amount  of  time  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  rightly  so.  It  is  appreciated  by  the 
trade  that  sales  and  good  hygiene  are  directly  related 
and  the  reconstruction  of  old  shop  premises  into  new, 
attractive,  and  well  lighted  premises  not  only  conformed 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  food 
hygiene  and  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act, 
1963,  but  also  made  for  increased  sales  at  the  same  time. 
The  number  of  food  complaints  investigated  by  the 
Department  were  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year  and 
demonstrate  the  public  av/areness  in  matters  relating  to 
food  and  the  high  standards  e::pected  of  the  food  trade 
induced  in  seme  degree,  no  doubt,  by  the  advertising 
sales  technique, 

I must  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Officers  and 
staff  of  other  departments  as  well  as  to  my  ov;n  for  their 
helpful  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  may  I offer  a special  word  of  thanks  to 
Dr,  Hobbin  for  his  invaluable  assistance  and  advice  in 
this  my  first  year  of  office.

It  will  be  noted  that  no  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  control  during  the  year.  The 
reasons  for  this  arose  from  two  causes,  the  first  being 
staff  shortage,  the  second  reason  is  that  having  regard  to 
the  care  and  control  during  all  stages  of  manufacture, 
transport  and  storage  of  ice  cream  by  the  large  organisations 
a \i.ew  has  long  been  held  that  this  product  was  in  fact 
receiving  more  attention  tha.n  was  necessary.  Having  regard 
to  the  frequent  sampling  that  takes  place  by  the  manufacturers 
and  the  wide  degree  of  sampling  by  local  autliorities  which 
may  be  duplicating  work,  in  places,  it  v;as  felt  that  other 
foods  of  a perishable  nature  should  receive  a greater  share 
of  attention  than  had  previously  been  given.  Inspections 
of  retail  shop  premises  and  street  traders  with  regard  to 
observance  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  in 
connection  v^^ith  ice  cream  received  more  detailed  attention 
and  requests  to  miake  premises  and  veliicles  conform  with 
the  requirements  were  carried  out  where  found  necessary.

RODENT  INFIi]STATION  AND  DESTRUCTION,  ETC. 

650  notifications  of  infestations  of  rats  or  mice 
were  recorded  entail.ing  1^.260  visits  made  to  private 
premises  in  the  district <,  Business  and  agricultural 
premises  were  dealt  with  independently  by  the  Council’s 
rodent  contractor  in  a private  capacity, or  some  other 
contractor. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  the  Council’s  sewage 
works  and  refuse  tips  to  carry  out  treatment  whenever 
there  are  signs  of  an  infestation*.  Treatment  is  kept 
up  until  there  is  no  further  "take”  of  the  poison  bait. 
Reports  on  the  condition  of  these  premises  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Flsherios  Sc  Food 
representative  indicate  satisfaction  v/ith  the  measures 
adopted. 

In  addition  to  requests  for  assistance  to  deal 
v;ith  rats  or  mice  the  Department  has  also  he!i.jjed  l4 
householders  to  deal  vyith  flea  infestations,  mainly 
arising  from  the  keeping  of  pets,  1,0,  cats  and  dogs. 
Assistance  was  also  given  in  the  treatment  of  3 cases 
of  bed  bug  infesbaticns  and  one  in  respect  of  red 
spider  mites.

In  my  last  report  I referred  to  the  talks  that  had  been 
conducted  with  the  trade  in  connection  with  attended  and 
unattended  self-service  from  filling  station  forecourts, 
V/ith  the  publication  of  the  Model  Code  of  licensing 
conditions  by  the  Home  Office  guidance  was  given  for 
licensing  authorities  to  frame  conditjons  to  allow  this 
method  of  petrol  dispensing® 

Two  applications  \iere  received  and  approved  for  a 
six  month  probationa.ry  period® 

During  the  year  some  concern  was  felt  with  the  practice 
of  depositing  unwanted  disused  old  underground  storage 
tanks  in  the  district  by  unknown  persons®  Some  of  the 
tanks  on  checking  have  been  found  to  contain  explosive 
vapour  and  were  potentially  dangerous.  This  matter  is 
being  carefu].ly  v/atched  and  where  safety  measures  have 
been  found  necessary  action  has  been  taken.

Due  to  financial  considerations  it  was  decided  that 
proposals  in  relation  to  smoke  control  areas  in  the 


district  be  deferred  until  the  financial  climate  had  improved. 
Chimney  Heipihts. 

Approval  was  given  in  respect  of  4 applications  for 
chimney  heights  serving  boiler  installations  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  10  of  the  Act.  No  cases  for  prior 
approval  were  dealt  with. 

A number  of  complaints  have  been  investigated  in 
connection  with  smells  of  fumes  from  domestic  oil  fired 
boilers.  This  can  be  due  to  several  causes,  wrongly 
adjusted  boiler  settings,  frequent  stopping  and  starting 
by  the  thermostat  control,  valves  that  drip  allowing 
surplus  oil  into  the  combustion  chamber,  poor  draught 
in  chimneys  or  wrongly  sited  and  low  chimney  heights. 

The  oil  supply  firms  ai-e  anxious  to  help  in  cases  of  this  ' 
type  and,v;here  there  is  difficulty  in  solving  the  problem , 
the  NationaD.  Society  for  Clean  Air  are  also  prepared  to 
offer  their  services..  Research  is  still  going  on  to 
eliminate  the  causes  where  possible.
